A MOTHER set fire to her 
home while her son was 
inside watching television. 

The teenager escaped but 
then risked his life going 
back inside because he 
thought she was still up¬ 
stairs. 

Donna Dougan, 34, admitted 
reckless arson at her Littleport 
home in July when she appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court on Tues¬ 
day. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth 
imposed a two-year supervision 
order on her, along with a mental 
health treatment order. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, told the 
court that Dougan’s son Ashley, J9, 
went to watch the cricket on TV 
after a minor argument with her. 

He heard his mother go upstairs, 
but later thought he smelt smoke. 
He went to investigate but found 
nothing, until a postman entered 
the house after spotting smoke 
billowing from an upstairs window. 

They both went upstairs looking 
for Dougan, but the smoke was too 
thick to see. They went outside, but 
the teenager returned to the house 
to see if his mother was upstairs.

AN environmental campaigner 
staged an unusual event at Ely’s 
riverside to raise awareness about 
climate change.

Bring Style & Elegance 
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Court action 
to clear pits 


AN ELY businessman is 
set to face legal action 
after he failed to remove 
controversial unauthor¬ 
ised building work from 
an Ely beauty spot. 

Roswell Pits owner feremy 
Tyrrell could face a fine of up to 
£20,000 after he was served with 
a court summons for defying an 
enforcement notice issued last 
year. 

Mr Tyrrell had been ordered 
by East Cambridgeshire District 
Council to remove cabling, 
pipework, concrete slabs and 
hardcore from the site by Oct¬ 
ober 1, as they had been in¬ 
stalled without planning perm¬ 
ission. 

An appeal against the notice 
was dismissed by a planning 
inspector earlier this year, but 
the deadline for the remedial 
work has now been breached 
for more than three weeks. 

Giles Hughes, the council’s 
head of planning, said: “It is 
with great regret that we have 
had to take such action but we 
believe we have a strong case to

take to court. 

“We would like to stress how 
seriously we take unauthorised 
development in our countryside 
and we will continue to take 
action on any landowner who 
develops land without planning 
permission.”

new plan for city bypass

TRAFFIC experts are consid¬ 
ering a new route for Ely’s 
proposed southern bypass. 

Members of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council were forced last 
week to drop plans for their pre¬ 
ferred route between Angel Drove 
and Stuntney Causeway following 
the advice of a Government plan¬ 
ning inspector, who said other 
options had not been fully explored. 

Inspector Mary Travers directed 
the council to consider alternative 
plans to improve the A142, which is 
heavily congested with lorries 
forced to wait at the Ely’s railway 
crossing while the gates are lowered. 

Council officers are now invest¬ 
igating a possible southern link road 
without a new crossing over the 
River Ouse. 

They believe it is likely to have 
more chance of success than the 
previous route, which campaigners 
argued would spoil views of Ely 
Cathedral - known as the Ship of the 
Fens for its distinctive appearance. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of 
the council’s strategic development 
committee, said: “We all agree that 
the bottleneck at the level crossing 
by Ely’s train station will only get 
worse, creating more and more 
congestion. 

“What we are now working on are 
the options to improve the A142 and 
ensure that our future is not 
blighted by the failure to deal with 
this problem.” 

Cllr Mac McGuire, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways and access at 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
added: “The potential new route has 
already significantly reduced the 
projected cost of the scheme which 
will make the road far more aff¬ 
ordable and realistic. 

“In the next 20 years, we are going 
to see real growth in housing, jobs 
and travel. 

“It is our job now to plan for this 
future and ensure infrastructure 
does not restrict or constrain this 
growth. 

“This is why it is so important we 
make sure that projects such as the 
southern link road in Ely are 
planned and fully costed.”

Tormented’ child porn man spared jail 


A “TORMENTED” man who 
told doctors he had down¬ 
loaded indecent images of 
children was found to have 
three DVDs containing 148 
images. 

But Kevin Williams, 26, who 
had previously worked with 
children with disabilities, 
escaped a jail sentence when 
he appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Tuesday. 

He was prohibited indefin¬ 
itely from working with anyone 
aged under 16 and will be on 
the Sex Offender’s Register for 
the next five years. He was also 


given three years supervision. 

judge Gareth Hawkesworth 
told Williams he would have 
been jailed had it not been for 
the fact he admitted having the 
images to psychiatric services 
while being treated in hospital. 

Williams, previously of St 
Martin’s Walk, Ely, but now of 
Chestnut Avenue, Eastleigh, 
Hampshire, admitted possess¬ 
ing indecent images when he 
appeared at Ely magistrates’ 
court last month, but his case 
was sent to the Crown Court for 
sentence. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 


said in February, Williams was 
admitted to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge after 
taking an overdose and told 
doctors that he had been 
viewing indecent images. 

He also made the admission 
after being transferred to 
Fulbourn Hospital as a vol¬ 
untary patient. 

The three DVDs found at his 
home in Ely containing images 
of boys aged between 5 to 12, 
mostly naked, some involved in 
sexual acts, and the most 
serious involving a boy of 
around 3 to 5. Williams had

When interviewed, 
Dougan, who had 
already left the house, 
admitted starting the 
fire by lighting a candle 
and using a piece of 
paper.

He said Dougan had 
been diagnosed with 
mood instability and 
depression and a very 
difficult background, 
not of her making. 

The judge said: “It 
seems to me that the 
proper course of action 
is to provide a sentence 
that will support and 
assist you, and ensure 
that you don't commit 
such offences during 
periods of depression 
and difficulty in future.”

Dominic Thompson, de¬ 
fending, said his client was 
tormented by the offences and 
felt profound remorse for them. 

He said: “He had not had an 
easy life, he was diagnosed with 
special needs.

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MR attacks plan to send 
lorries through villages 


PLANS to put more lorries 
on a busy A road through 
several East Cambridge¬ 
shire villages have been 
criticised by the area's ME 

South East Cambridgeshire MP 
Jim Paice has hit out at proposals 
to turn the A1123 through Streth- 
am, Wilburton and Haddenham 
into a “strategic route” for lorries. 

The Tory MP believes Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council is 
wrong to make the changes on its 
“advisory freight map” for heavy 
commercial vehicles (HCVs). 

The draft map currently being 
considered will be made available 
to haulier companies to assist in 
their route planning, which resi¬ 
dents fear will create more noise, 
congestion and danger for vill¬ 
agers. 

Mr Paice said: “The A1123 is 
simply not suitable to be advert¬ 
ised as a preferred route for HCVs. 

“People living in these villages 
already have to deal with these 
heavy vehicles rat-running 
through their villages and all the 
associated problems of noise, dust 
and vibrations. 

“To encourage more of this 
would be madness. 

“Some residents already comp¬ 
lain about their houses shaking 
when heavy lorries thunder past 
their front doors. 

“If HCV traffic has to be routed 
across East Cambridgeshire it 
should be on the A142 which is 
much more suitable with its 
bypasses for villages such as 
Witchford, Sutton and Mepal. 

“The A1123 already comes to a 
standstill every time there’s a 
problem on the A14 and roads like 
this were not built to take such

heavy usage. 

“We need to focus our attention 
on the upcoming upgrade of the 
A14 and the proposed southern 
bypass of Ely.” 

The problem was brought to Mr 
Paice’s attention by Cllr Bill Hunt, 
who represents Haddenham on 
the county council. 

He said: “The A1123 from Soh- 
am to Earith through Stretham, 
Wilburton and Haddenham is 
already called ‘the A14 bypass’ and 
has experienced a huge and 
unacceptable increase in traffic 
over the last 10 years. 

“Not only has the volume of 
traffic increased but also the 
weight and speed of the heavy 
vehicles. 

“How can we mix huge comm¬ 
ercial vehicles with parked cars, 
agricultural vehicles, children, 
older people, cyclists and animals? 

“Sat nav systems will adopt the 
HCV routing and once published 
villagers’ nightmares will become 
reality.” 

Cllr Mac McGuire, cabinet 
member for highways and access, 
said: “I agree with Bill and Jim that 
this should be made a local route 
which is why it will be marked as 
such when it goes out to general 
public consultation at the end of 
November, beginning of Decem¬ 
ber. 

“We are only at the stage of 
talking to stakeholders and ad¬ 
justing the map after hearing their 
arguments before we go to full 
consultation. 

“I have heard arguments from 
the district councils along this 



route and agree we should mark it 
as a route for vehicles who start or 
deliver along this stretch of the 
A1123 as we have done with the 
road into Sutton. 

“This map is only advisory and is 
our attempt to work with the 
industry and communities to 
suggest roads that we would prefer 
hauliers to use. By law, lorries can 
go on most roads anyway and 
already use the A1123. 

“We also have to recognise our 
local communities and the econ¬ 
omy depend on deliveries made by 
lorries, so we have to find a 
balanced approach.”

‘Clean water’ discovery 

ECOLOGISTS have discovered a rare species 
of plant life not seen in the Cambridgeshire 
fens for a century. 

Staff at the Environment Agency (EA) 
found the Potamogeton compressus - known 
as grass-wrack pondweed - in the Twenty 
Foot River near March. The plant, which is a 
priority species under the UK Biodiversity 
Action Plan, is regarded as an indicator of 
clean water. 

Nathan Hall, monitoring officer, said: “Its 
presence on the Twenty Foot River suggests 
that work done by ourselves, the Middle 
Level Commissioners and Anglian Water is 
resulting in cleaner, healthier water.”

They also attacked Tesco’s reasoning 
of creating a small town under one 
roof: why give up the local shops, 
people you trusted and known for 
years, who went that extra mile to 
help? 

Tesco has risen to its monstrous size, 
by we, the public, supporting them. 

If we created Tesco with our money, 
then we have the power to monitor 
our spending in there, and share 
some of our pennies with other local 
stores. 

There are other options out there, 
and the market is but one of them. 

It may seem like a tiny step, but 
multiplied by hundreds and 
thousands, it will lower their profits 
and make some other retailers grow. 
So no, I do not want Tesco in the 
town, thank you very much, and as 


Tesco so aptly puts it, every little 
helps, which is precisely want I 
intend to do by supporting local 
businesses!

Follow some simple steps to 
make shopping online safer 


As part of our partnership with Barclays 
Money Skills to help readers make the most 
of their finances, the Weekly News looks at 
how shoppers can stay safe online.

SHOPPING online 
is a useful way to 
save money, with 
bargains galore to 
be snapped up by 
thrifty spenders. 

But it pays to be 
cautious. Here the 
Weekly News is offering 
advice on buying and 
selling things safely 
online. 

There are plenty of 
pitfalls to be avoided 
when using the inter¬ 
net’s most popular 
shopping website, eBay. 

Here millions of users 
buy and sell both new 
and second-hand 
goods, but it is worth 
keeping an eye out to 
avoid being scammed 
by rogue traders. 

Buyers should always 
check on the seller of 
the item they are 
interested in. Previous 
customers will have left 
ratings and comments 
on how they found 
doing business with 
them, which can prove 
invaluable in identifying 


potential trouble ahead. 

It may sound ob¬ 
vious, but read the item 
description thoroughly 
- is the dress the right 
size, or is the digital 
camera the model that 
you are looking for? 

If you have any 
doubts, make contact 
with the seller before 
committing yourself to 
a bid - and always 
check how much is 
being charged for post¬ 
age and packaging, 
which can bump up the 
cost unexpectedly. 

Always make sure 
you enter your credit 
card details directly on 
the website, or use an 
alternative secure pay¬ 
ment method such as 
PayPal to keep your 
bank account details 
safe. 

Sellers are advised 


never to accept cash 
payment. 

As the eBay website 
explains: “Cash isn’t 
traceable, there is no 
way to prove payment 
was or wasn’t made and 
it can get lost or stolen 
in the post.” 

While most buyers 
pay up promptly, some¬ 
times problems can 
occur if payment is not 
forthcoming. 

eBay provides an 
online process through 
which the buyer and 
seller can communicate 
with each other to 
resolve the situation 
before making an off¬ 
icial complaint. 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s Trading 
Standards said when 
buying goods or ser¬ 
vices on the internet, 


you should shop 
around as prices vary 
online just like in shops. 

He added: “Be sure 
you know who you are 
dealing with - find the 
trader’s full name, add¬ 
ress and other contact 
details and check them 
out. 

“Don't rely on the 
telephone number 
given, try to confirm the 
details of the business 
by looking them up 
independently.” 

Another thing to look 
for is that the site is sec¬ 
ure: “The url or website 
address should always 
start with https// as the 
S means that it is secure. 

“Secure sites have an 
encryption facility and 
you will see a padlock at 
the bottom of the 
screen when you are 
filling in your payment 


details.” He added you 
should check sellers’ 
feedback, be aware of 
all the costs involved 
and keep records of 
your orders. 

■ Those who bank 
online can also follow 
some tips to stay safe. 

Marie-Claire Berreen, 
Barclays’ community 
investment manager for 
the region, said: “When 
using online banking 
you should look for two 
key things to safeguard 
yourself against fraud. 

“The first is a PIN- 
sentry device (two 
factor authentication 
system) which has sig¬ 
nificantly helped to re¬ 
duce online fraud 
losses. You can also 
combine this with 
banks who offer free 
internet security soft¬ 
ware covering anti-virus 
software, firewalls, 
parental controls, spam 
filters and protection 
against spyware and 
adware to protect all of 
your internet and email 
activity.”

£20k set aside for 
new youth centre 


A NEW youth centre is on its 
way to Soham - thanks to 
£20,000 worth of cash and 
assets seized from wealthy 
criminals. 

The Soham Youth Cafe com¬ 
munity project has been named as 
one of four in the county to benefit 
from the Community Cashback 
initiative. 

Introduced by the Criminal 
Justice Board, the scheme gives 
people a direct say in how crim¬ 
inals’ ill-gotten gains can be used to 
benefit communities in the fight 
against crime. 

It sees money and assets re¬ 
covered by the courts being 
reinvested in local projects, which 
in turn are aimed at cutting crime 
and anti-social behaviour. 

Over the summer people were 
invited to have their say on 16 
shortlisted projects in the county

and the cafe in Soham was 
highlighted as one of the top four. 

As a result, it has scooped 
£20,000 enabling it to be set up in 
the town’s existing Viva Community 
Centre in Churchgate Street. 

Run for and by young people 
assisted by adults, the alcohol-free 
venue will provide a safe place to 
hang out, develop new skills, access 
advice and take part in free or low 
cost activities ranging from DJing 
lessons to sports classes. 

Viva Arts and Community Group 
director Daniel Schumann said the 
youth centre would help tackle a 
rise in anti-social behaviour in the 
town. 

He said: “Giving young people a 
place of their own, with something 
relevant and meaningful to do will 


channel their energies into 
activities that will benefit them and 
the wider community.” 

Research earlier carried out by 
the East Cambridgeshire District 
Council found that “a hall was 
required where groups could meet 
but that also could provide a 
possible ‘drop in’ facility offering 
advice and information, a coffee 
bar and other facilities for young 
people.” 

A survey in Soham showed that 
“more facilities for teenagers” was 
one of the town’s top priorities and 
would address rising concerns 
about anti-social behaviour. 

Before putting in their Com¬ 
munity Cashback bid, the Viva Arts 
and Community Group carried out 
a consultation with young people. 

Over 80 per cent of those quest¬ 
ioned said there needed to be more 
opportunities for recreational and 
creative activity outside school.

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Man faces 
jail after 
card fraud 

A MAN bought three vehicles 
for £11,585 and paid off a bill 
by fraudulently using a credit 
card. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
was told Paul Fuller splashed 
out on the three vehicles and 
paid a bill of £103 on May 16 
and 17 this year. 

The 47-year-old lorry driv¬ 
er, of Orchard Estate, Little 
Downham, admitted two 
counts of fraud when he 
appeared last Friday. 

Melanie Benn, mitigating, 
said her client had suffered 
depression and had prev¬ 
iously been made bankrupt. 

The court heard Fuller was 
currently on bail pending the 
outcome of a separate all¬ 
egation of fraud which is 
being dealt with by mag¬ 
istrates. 

fudge Gareth Hawkesworth 
adjourned sentence until the 
week commencing Monday, 
November 23 and asked for 
pre-sentence reports to be 
prepared. 

He said he would deal with 
the case from the magist¬ 
rates’ court at that time, if 
possible. 

He released Fuller on 
conditional bail but warned 
him that a custodial sentence 
was “more than likely”.

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'Selfish drivers 
using our bays’

A PARAPLEGIC has hit out at 
“selfish” shoppers who are parking 
in disabled bays outside a super¬ 
market. 

Arthur Cutter, 68, who suffered a 
traumatic spinal injury in 1988, said he was 
fed up of finding disabled bays at Tesco’s Ely 
superstore at Angel Drove taken up by able- 
bodied drivers. 

Mr Cutter, of Robin’s Close, Ely, said: “It 
really is disgraceful behaviour and extre¬ 
mely inconsiderate to people with 
disabilities. 

“You often see builders’ vans and trucks 
parked in the blue bays. It suits them bec¬ 
ause those are wider than the normal bays, 
but it’s not fair on those with genuine dis¬ 
abilities. 

“There are about two dozen disabled bays 
at the store, but they are often completely 
full at busy times. 

“I have some limited walking ability, but it 
must be a nightmare for those who need to 
get into their wheelchairs. They need space 
to open their doors and get into their chairs 
- normal spaces simply won’t do.” 

He added: “I know spaces are limited, but 
it seems like a complete free-for-all. 

“It is very selfish behaviour. No-one is 
obeying the rules and Tesco don’t seem to 
be enforcing them either. 

“I know that attendants have got a lot of 
abuse when they’ve tried to enforce the 
rules, but it is badly needed.”

Mr Cutter is a former recipient of the 
Cambridge News Millennium Medal for his 
outstanding community work, including his 
campaigns on behalf of people with 
disabilities. 

He has also raced in several marathons 
and half-marathons, including races in New 
York and Newcastle, in a hand-powered, 
recumbent, tricycle. 

Most disabled persons’ parking bays in 
off-street car parte (such as supermarkets) 
are not covered by Blue Badge rules. Such 
car parte are generally privately owned and 
managed by the individual business. 

An employee can ask a driver to move a 
car from a disabled bay, but they cannot 
insist on it under the law. 

A Tesco spoesman said: “We cannot 
police the car park at all times, but if 
customers draw any abuse to our attention 
we most certainly will deal with any parking 
abuse.”

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Sisters are united in a tough 
fight back from breast cancer

T O see the 

sisters sitting 
together - 
sharing memories 
over a cup of tea, 
full of smiles and 
laughter - it’s clear 
they are very close. 

As well as being 
siblings, Christine 
Barnes and Julie Hamlet 
have another strong 
bond: both are fighting 
back from breast cancer. 
It’s a battle they have 
fought, side by side, 
over five years - and it’s 
a battle they are 
winning. 

“It’s definitely brought 
us closer together,” 
admits Christine, 51. 
“We’ve got that shared 
experience: we both 
know what it’s like to be 
told ‘You’ve got cancer’ 

... It’s shocking and it’s 
frightening and there 
are a lot of tears. 

“I'm not going to say 
any of this has been a 
walk in the park. But 
here we are: we’ve 
survived. And we’re 
both really happy.” 

Just weeks after 
finishing radiotherapy, 
Christine took part in 
the Cambridge Run 10K 
which raises thousands 
for the charity Cancer 
Research UK. 

“Both Julie and I feel 
very strongly about 
supporting Cancer

Research UK,” she 
explains. “We want to 
help them improve 
treatments and, 
hopefully, one day find 
a cure - so future 
generations, like Julie’s 
daughters, don’t have to 
go through what we’ve 
been through.” 

Cancer first came into 
Christine and Julie’s life 
more than 20 years ago 
when their father 
developed kidney cancer 
and, aged just 60, died of 
the disease. “It was very 
difficult to watch,” 
admits Christine. “And it 
taught us that having 
cancer shows you who 
your friends are. Some 
people just don’t know 
what to say; some even 
cross the road to avoid 
having to talk to you. 
Others are incredibly 
supportive. 

“Just hearing that one 
little word - cancer - 
changes your life,” adds 
Julie. “Once you’ve heard 
it, you can’t ever forget 
it.” 

Christine, who lives in 
St Ives, was herself 
diagnosed with breast 
cancer five years ago. It is 
the most common form 
of cancer in the UK: 
statistics show that one 
in nine women will 
develop the disease 


during their lifetime; 
around 125 new 
diagnoses are made each 
and every day. 

“I’d had breast lumps 
over the years, ever since 
I was 20,” explains 
Christine. “And they’d 
never been anything 
serious, just benign. 
Because I had private 
health cover I went for a 
check every year and 
everything was fine. 

“Then, in February 
2004,1 felt an almond- 
shaped lump right at the 
top of my breast. I’d only 


had a mammogram in 
the October, but nothing 
had showed up - so I 
went back to the 
consultant.” 

The consultant 
suspected the lump was 
again benign, most 
probably a collapsed 
cyst. But tests showed it 
was, in fact, cancer. “It 
was a huge shock, huge,” 
remembers Christine, 
with a shudder. “It took 
quite a long time, I’d say 
at least two weeks, for it 
to sink in.” 

Further biopsies 


showed that the cancer 
hadn’t spread. After a 
lumpectomy and a 
course of radiotherapy, 
Christine was 
pronounced cancer-free. 
But, prescribed a five- 
year course of the anti¬ 
cancer drug Tamoxifen, 
Christine admits the 
side-effects were, at 
times, tough to endure: 
the pills put her straight 
into menopause so, aged 
45, she was suddenly 
faced with all the 
symptoms, from hot 
flushes and sleepless 


nights to fatigue and 
mood swings. 

“The hardest thing was 
the mood swings, I 
think,” she says. “I found 
it quite hard to cope; I 
got upset easily. And I 
think the shock of it all 
turns your head to mush: 
you can’t make a 
decision about what to 
have for tea, let alone 
what to do at 
work...” 

But, determined to 
regain full health, 
Christine, who works for 
the board games 


company BV Leisure, 
threw herself into 
recovery: a fitness fan, 
she returned to running 
and also tried alternative 
therapies. 

Then, two years on 
from Christine’s 
diagnosis, Julie, who 
lives in Stapleford, 
noticed a change in her 
own breasts. “I noticed a 
discharge from one of 
my nipples,” explains the 
mum-of-three. “It went 
on for a couple of weeks 
and, even though I didn’t 
think it was anything 
serious, I decided to go 
to the doctor.” 

Referred on the NHS, 
to the breast clinic at 
Addenbrooke’s, Julie 
underwent tests. “I’ll 
always remember the 
day I went to get the 
results,” she says. “They 
kept me waiting for ages, 
an hour and a half, and I 
was getting quite 
irritated! 

“I’d gone on my own; I 
didn’t think I needed 
anyone with me. Looking 
back, I think that’s why 
they left me to the end of 
the clinic. I walked into 
the room and the 
consultant wasn’t on his 
own: there was a breast 
surgeon in there and a 
nurse holding a red 
folder - even now, when 
I see a nurse with a red 
folder, I think someone 
must be getting bad 
news...

“They told me they had 
found a tumour. And I 
was totally totally 
shocked. It might sound 
odd, because of 
Christine, but it just 
hadn’t entered my head.” 

The cancer had spread 
into the lymph glands 
under Julie’s arm; doctors 
told her she would need a 
full mastectomy, six 
months of chemo and 
then radiotherapy. And 
then Julie had to break 
the news to her partner, 
her three grown-up kids 
and, of course, Christine. 

Opting to have an 
immediate breast 
reconstruction, using a 
piece of muscle from her 
back, Julie says she 
recovered well from the 
surgery. But she admits 
chemotherapy was pretty 
gruelling. “Someone 
came to sit with me every 
time I went for chemo,” 
she says. “Sometimes 
that person was 
Christine. The first time I 
went I was in tears; I was 
just so frightened. It just 
got to me. I remember 
sitting in front of the TV 
that night, waiting to be 
sick - until I was sick.” 

But, thanks to anti¬ 
sickness pills, her own 
determination, and 
plenty of support from 
family and friends, Julie 
says the rest of the 
treatment “wasn’t so 
bad”, though losing her 
hair was, she admits, a 
real wrench. 

As Julie began to 
recover, Christine was 
nearing the end of her 
five years on Tamoxifen. 

“I went for my five-year 
check in March this year,” 
she explains. “That’s the 
last one, the one where 
you expect them to say 
‘Okay, you’re fine, you 
don’t need to come back’. 
And that’s when they told 
me ‘Sorry, you’ve got 
cancer in your other 
breast’. 


“I’d always felt there 
was some unfinished 
business, because I’d got 
away so lightly before. 

But this wasn’t the 
original cancer coming 
back, it was a totally 
different cancer: I think I 
was just as shocked then 
as I had been first time 
around.” 

This time Christine 
was told she too needed a 
mastectomy; because of 
her medical history, 
surgeons recommended 
having both breasts 
removed. “I didn’t even 
hesitate,” she says. “I’d 
already had five years of 
worrying ‘Will it come 
back or won’t it?’, I didn’t 
want to have to worry 
any more.” 

In April, Christine 
underwent a J4-hour 
operation: a double 
mastectomy and a 
double reconstruction, 
using a flap of tissue from 
her tummy. “It was 
frightening, I think 
because the operation 
was so long,” she says. 
“And you have no real 
idea what you’re going to 
look like when you wake 
up.” 

After the op, Christine 
was given more 
radiotherapy. Although 
her breast wounds 
healed well, her tummy 
took longer to repair - 
which made training for 
the Cambridge JOK even 
harder. “I took up 
running just before I was 
first diagnosed and I have 
done several sponsored 
runs before, including 
the London Marathon 
which was amazing,” 
adds Christine. 

Aiming to raise as 
much cash as possible for 
Cancer Research UK, 
Christine says it is a vital 
cause. “We’re proof that 
treatments have come a 
long way,” she explains. 
“Even in the five years 
since I was diagnosed 


I’ve seen things move 
on.” 

Both Christine and 
Julie had oestrogen- 
sensitive cancers and, as 
a result, both opted to 
have their ovaries (the 
source of oestrogen, the 
female hormone) 
removed. Julie has 
decided, again like her 
sister, to have a second 
mastectomy “so I don’t 
have to worry any more”. 
And they are awaiting the 
results of genetic testing. 

Now in remission, the 
sisters say they are both 
feeling happy and 
healthy. Julie, who had to 
quit her civil service job 
in the wake of her 
diagnosis, now works 
part-time for Christine at 
BV Leisure; the two see 
more of each other these 
days than ever before. 

“As I said, it hasn’t been 
a walk in the park,” adds 
Christine. “But we’ve 
supported each other 
and always tried to stay 
positive: I think that’s 
really important. And I 
would say the experience 
has changed us both. It’s 
made me a more patient 
person, I think, and 
certainly more 
compassionate.” 

“It’s definitely changed 
me,” adds Julie, with a 
smile. “I’m more 
confident and out-going: 
when you’ve been 
through something like 
this you care less about 
what other people think.” 

Stopping to make a 
fuss of Maggie, the black 
Labrador Julie bought on 
finishing treatment, the 
sisters say they are both 
looking to the future. 

“As Christine said, you 
have to try to stay 
positive,” concludes Julie. 
“We’ve been through 
quite a lot, yes, but at the 
end of the day we’ve now 
got our lives back. And 
we feel so grateful for 
that.”

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Climate change 
floods warning

RISING sea levels could 
lead to a repeat of the cata¬ 
strophic 1947 fenland 
floods, a councillor has 
warned. 

Cllr John Abbott believes the 
effects of climate change could 
have a major impact on East 
Cambridgeshire - possibly lead¬ 
ing to a repeat of the floods which 
devastated the fens more than 60 
years ago. 

His comments follow the pub¬ 
lication of the Environment Agen¬ 
cy’s (EA) Great Ouse Tidal River 
Strategy, which says up to 750 
homes in East Cambridgeshire 
could be at a much higher risk of 
flooding by 2080 if climate change 
continues to increase sea levels. 

Houses and farmland protected 
by New Bedford River by the 
South Level Barrier Bank in the 
general Sutton area should expect 
a much lower level of protection 
in the future, it adds. 

The homes are now protected 
by a “one in 120” level of prot¬ 
ection - meaning defences will 
withstand floods which have a 
chance of occurring once every

120 years. 

But that level of protection will 
fall to one in 20 years by 2080, 
meaning a higher likelihood of 
flooding. 

Cllr Abbott, who represents 
Fordham for East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, is asking officials 
to prepare a strategy in response 
to the agency's findings. 

He said: “The rivers in this area 
are much higher than the land 
because the peat has shrunk over 
the years. 

“If they were to break their 
banks, it could affect land all the 
way from Earith to Denver’s Lock, 
near Downham Market. 

“It wouldn’t just affect farmland 
- there are hundreds of homes 


that could be flooded. It would be 
a repeat of the 1947 floods. 

“I know 2080 is a long way in 
the future, but it shows the risk is 
increasing all the time.” 

But Sadia Moeed, an EA project 
manager, said: “People can be 
assured that the existing standard 
of protection at the South Level 
Barrier Bank is well above the 
current recommended standard 
by the Association of British 
Insurers. 

“People will have no trouble 
insuring their homes. The banks 
are well maintained and we pro¬ 
pose to continue maintaining the 
embankments throughout the life 
of the strategy. 

“We are aware that there are 
challenges to face with current 
climate change and sea level rise 
predictions. 

“It is through completing strat¬ 
egies, such as this one, that we 
can begin to plan for these chall¬ 
enges. 

“Any drop in standard of prot¬ 
ection for the area is very far 
ahead in the future. 

“There will be many strategy 
reviews between now and then.”

Shon’ 
life in 


s Hugh finds 
tragic death 

Louise Cummings steps into the weird and wonderful world of 
Hugh Hughes as she chats to his creator Shon Dale-Jones, 
founder of Hoipolloi Theatre in Cambridge 



F ifteen years ago 
Hoipolloi Theatre 
consisted of just one 
man and his van, journeying 
around the country pedalling 
his plays to regional 
theatres, with his wife in 
tow, designing sets. 

It was an exciting, enlightening 
time as Shon Dale-Jones and wife 
Stefanie Muller, who had met and 
fallen in love at international theatre 
school in Paris, forged ahead with 
their very own Cambridge-based 
theatre company. 

“There was so much excitement 
and passion around the idea of 
making our own work in those 
early days,” recalls Shon wistfully. 
“Even though we had just had our 
daughter Josie, it didn’t feel scary 
in the way that it might feel now, as 
we hadn’t experienced life yet. 
When we look back we think ‘my 
god, 15 years ago, we really had 
no money’, and through some kind 
of guerrilla tactic we managed to 
make work, hire a van and chuck 
sets into the back and travel 
around the UK to find theatres 
prepared to give us their stage to 
put our work on.” 

Fast forward 15 years to 2009 
and Hoipolloi has made its name 
on the world stage, having created 
17 new shows, toured extensively 
throughout the UK and the world. 


And the accolades just keep 
flying in with Hoipolloi receiving 
three Total Theatre Award 
nominations; a nomination for Best 
Actor from The Stage Awards, as 
well as winning a Total Theatre 
Award for the show Floating 
(2006) and a Scotsman Fringe First 
award for the show Story of a 
Rabbit (2007). 

“Over the last five years we’ve 
become a fully functional theatre 
business, making work in TV and 
radio and film as well as theatre. 
Now it feels like we have stability,” 
Shon muses. 

“This year in particular was 
lovely for us as we had five shows 
on three different continents, and 
put two shows on stage at 
Edinburgh and the responses were 
fantastic,” he adds. 

“When we were in Edinburgh 
this year we were able to sit and 
reflect on the 15 years with all our 
friends, it was definitely one of 
those moments when you say ‘this 
has been worthwhile’. It’s been a 
great journey and a lot of fun!” 

For anyone unaccustomed to the 
work of Hoipolloi, the plays revolve 
around the character Hugh Hughes, 
a lovable emerging Welsh artist 


from Anglesey, played by Shon 
himself. “He is a comic creation, 
but a lot of the work I have been 
doing with him is kind of 
autobiographical. He’s incredibly 
earnest and sincere and very 
generous but he’s like a wise fool 
in a way - he tries to make sense 
of things through big philosophical 
statements.” 

Though Shon is the only actor 
on stage (with musical 
accompaniment), the plays 
manage to captivate the audience, 
as the stories are fabulously 
imaginative, interwoven with 
fantasy and fairytale, featuring a 
variety of multimedia, from 
photography and film to video and 
PowerPoint presentations! 

One of Hoipolloi’s most 
celebrated shows is the 
imaginative and comic tale 
Floating, (2006), which transports 
Shon back to Anglesey in North 
Wales - where he grew up. 
Explaining his inspiration of the 
piece, he says: “I always thought 
when I was a child that there was 
an article on April Fools Day which 
said that the island of Anglesey 
was floating away into the North 
Sea and if you had ropes you 


should run down to the coast and 
try to stop the island floating away! 

Shon’s latest work, Story of A 
Rabbit, which went down a storm 
at the Edinburgh Festival, comes to 
Cambridge Arts Theatre from 
November 4-5. The death of 
Shon’s beloved father was the 
inspiration for the touching and life- 
affirming show, and Shon switches 
between the story of his father’s 
death and the death of a 
neighbour’s rabbit in his care, 
weaving in elements of fantasy. 

“It’s a really moving show that 
tackles the theme of death, and I 
think the appeal of it is that it finds 
a way of dealing with it in a very 
uplifting, heart-warming manner,” 
he explains. “I think that’s because 
it comes from a very genuine place 
and grapples with the subject of 
loss in a way that tries to make it 
as beautiful as possible - that 
understanding that life is incredibly 
fragile and we are only here one 
minute and gone the next.” 

The show has been so 
successful Hoipolloi have had 
bookings well into 2011 at Sydney 
Opera House, a month-long 
residency booked at the Barbican 
and plans to work with the National 


Theatre of Wales. 

The show plays at 7.45pm both 
nights. Tickets range from £10-

But 
in true star style she has picked 
herself up, dusted herself off and 
more than made a comeback after 
cha cha cha-ing to the finals of Strictly 
Come Dancing then waltzing off with 
the glittering first prize, launching a 
platinum selling comeback album The 
Alesha Show, tackling one of the 
world’s most arduous mountains, 
helping raise millions for Comic Relief 
and now taking a seat on the Strictly 
judging panel. 

“I’m so determined in things I do 
that if I put my mind to something I 
won’t quit. Like when I lost my record 
deal, to me that wasn’t the end of my 
career. I thought ok, you’ve had a 
hurdle, get on with it, correct it, make 
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it work, make it better and therefore I 
just pick myself up and carry on. 

“I’ve always known I was very 
lucky to be doing something that I 
enjoy so I do appreciate my job. Life is 
too short so you have to do things that 
make you happy.” 

She is seemingly still stunned by 
the success of her comeback; since 
signing a new record deal with 
Xenomania (the production outfit 
behind Girls Aloud) she has seen her 
album The Alesha Show go platinum. 

Going it alone was quite a daunting 
prospect for the glamorous singer 
from Welwyn Garden City, having 
experienced success so young 
playing to millions worldwide in the 


sassy R&B band Mis-Teeq. 

“I can’t tell you how good it was to 
be performing around the world with 
Mis-Teeq. I’m proud of what we did 
and when I do my live shows I always 
do a Mis-Teeq medley. It brings it all 
back to when I was a young fearless 
20something girl just having the best 
time of my life!” she giggles. 

At 31 she appears to be no less 
fearless having recently scaled 
Kilimanjaro for Comic Relief along with 
a group of celebrities handpicked by 
Take That star Gary Barlow including 
Radio 1 DJ Chris Moyles and Girls 
Aloud singers Cheryl and Kimberley. 

Proud of the achievement, she is 
none-the-less brutally honest about 
just what a challenge it was. “I can’t lie 
to anyone when they ask me about it, I 
have to tell you the honest truth, it was 
hell! The most fun part was everybody 
who was there; the African porters, 
the crew - they made it fun, but the 
actual mountain itself was hell. The 
altitude was the biggest problem for 
me because it affects your emotions. I 
get nightmares just talking about it”, 
she says, slightly exasperated. 

Alesha is now on her first solo tour 
and will stop by the Cambridge Corn 
Exchange on Monday, and hopes it 
goes better than her first solo concert 
in Wolverhampton. 

“I was really nervous before I went 
on, I mean I had no saliva left in my 
mouth I was so nervous and it 
affected my voice. But on my second 
night in Norwich it was brilliant 
because I’d got the first one out of the 
way and could really enjoy it. To see 
the crowd singing my song and be 
able to hold my microphone out to the 
audience and hear them, I was 
absolutely blown away and I came off 
the stage buzzing.”

The perfect time to 
plant your tulip bulbs 


A decade ago, Anna 
Pavord’s book The 
Tulip set a benchmark 
for biographies of the 
popular bulb, and the 
celebrated gardening writer 
has included the flower 
again in another 
informative and beautifully- 
photographed tome, simply 
titled Bulb. 

Pavord, who sits on the parks 
and gardens panel of English 
Heritage, has been growing tulips 
for 40 years and grows around 20 
new types each year. 

“One thing that strikes me is 
how brilliant the wild tulips are, 
and they are increasingly available 
through bulb companies and 
garden centres. Wild types are 
much smaller than we are used to, 
and are not only supremely 
beautiful but are much more likely 
to stay than other types.” 

While daffodils are best planted 
in early autumn, tulips suit late 
October or early November. 

“The two things tulips need to 
thrive are perfect drainage and to 
be baked in the summer sun,” 
Pavord explains. 

By growing tulips in pots you 
can adjust the drainage, making 
sure containers have drainage 
holes at the base, a layer of crocks 
at the bottom and a fast-draining 
potting mix such as John Innes No 
3 mixed with a handful of gravel or 
grit. 

“Do not use composts made 
with peat,” Pavord advises. “Tulips 
like alkaline conditions, not acid 
ones.” 

However, in the UK you can’t

provide the summer baking which 
prompts new flower buds to form 
deep in the hearts of the bulbs, 
which is why many tulips don’t 
flower as well in subsequent years 
as they do in their first. 

The wild varieties tend to be 
able to put up with lesser 
conditions than other types, 
Pavord observes. 

“By choosing carefully, you can 
have tulips in bloom outside from 
February until early June. In a 
mixed bed or border, you can use 
tall tulips towards the back of a 
scheme or at the centre of an 
island bed, with shorter tulips 
growing towards the front of the 
border,” she says. 

Pavord loves her tulips in pots. 
Again, different heights should be 
taken into consideration and, as a 
rule, the tulip should be around 
the same height as the pot is deep. 

“Set three pots in a group 
together,” she says, “two pots 
packed full of medium-height 
tulips arranged in front of the one 
filled with taller types. This 
triangular grouping fits well into a 
corner, made perhaps where your 
house wraps around a terrace. 

“In a scree, or some other 
gravel-covered area, low-growing 
tulips look best.” 


As a rule, tulips should be 
planted three times deeper than 
the height of the bulb itself, 
although gardeners whose soil is 
heavy or clay may plant more 
shallowly than those with fast¬ 
draining, sandy soil. 

Containers should be watered 
well after planting, and then left 
until they have almost dried out 
before watering again. When the 
tulips are in active growth they’ll 
need a steady supply of moisture, 
but don’t waterlog them or the 
bulbs will rot. 

Among Pavord’s favourites are 
Tulipa orphanidea, a species 
growing to 2 Jem with pointed 
petals, in shades of yellow, orange 
or red. 

“It’s quite short and good for 
exposed areas, and the colours go 
from lemon sherbet to soft 
apricots and oranges. They look 
good in pots.” 

She also favours T linifolia 
Batalinii Group, an early variety in 
yellows or oranges which should 
be grown on their own in pots - 
nothing should be allowed to 
overshadow their splendour - or in 
the ground mixed with wallflowers. 
These tulips should return each 
year and increase to make a rich 
mat. 

Pavord also loves lily-flowered 
tulips such as ‘White Triumphator’ 
mixed with forget-me-nots, and 
‘Ballerina’, an elegant tulip in 
sunset shades of orange and red 
which is also sweetly scented with 
the subtle aroma of primroses. 

Of course, no tulip lover could 
go without their gaudy, gregarious 
parrot varieties in all their frilly 
glory and dazzling colours. 

“I love ‘Orange Favourite’, a 
zinging orange which is 
interestingly marked and has 
scented flowers,” Pavord enthuses. 

While tulips undoubtedly look 
great in pots as stand-alone 
specimens, they also have some 
ideal plant partners. “In borders 
you need at least 25 bulbs, and 
thread them through the area with 
hostas, wild geraniums and bronze 
fennel.”

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
- Callicarpa Bodinieri ‘Profusion’ 

We see loads of shrubs adorned 
with red and orange berries at this 
time of year, but not many with the 
bright purple beads produced by 
this striking deciduous shrub, 
better known as the beauty berry, 
which grows to around 3m. 

The young foliage is often 
bronze-purple, becoming dark 
green in summer before turning 
golden purple in autumn. It 
produces pale pink flowers in 
midsummer, but is generally 
grown for its colourful fruit and 
clusters of shining, bright-purple 
berries which are retained on the 
bare branches after leaf fall. 

This shrub can be grown in full 
sun or light, dappled shade, in 
well-drained, fertile soil. Planting 
in groups will maximise fruiting. 
Plants tolerate a little lime in the 
soil, but conditions which are too 
alkaline will cause leaf yellowing.

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed.

Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

THE scrappage 
incentive scheme is 
having a positive impact 
in reducing average 
C02 with more than 70 
per cent of all new 
registrations under the 
scheme being smaller, 
more fuel efficient 
models, according to 
data published by The 
Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT). 

The SMMT regularly 
publishes scrappage 
incentive registration 
figures and has collated 
further data to provide

New cars registered 
through the scheme 
had an average C02 
value of 132.1 g/km. 
This was 10.9% below 
the average of all new 
cars registered between 
May and September, of 
148.2g/km, and 27.4% 
below the average C02 
of the scrapped car. The 
average C02 emissions 
of old cars scrapped 
through the scheme is 
estimated to be 
181.9g/km.

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Why the classic car market 
has come of age this year 


IT’S been a tough year 
for new-car sales - but 
business has been 
booming on the classic 
motors scene. 

A well-preserved classic 
car has proved a better 
investment than money in 
the bank in these troubled 
times, and top-notch 
examples have increased 
massively in value. 

“A well-restored and 
maintained classic isn’t a 
risky purchase in terms of 
depreciation, and it’s a lot 
more fun and far better 
looking than a bank 
statement!” says Andy 
Rouse, manager of the 
upcoming 2009 Classic 
Motor Show 

The event, being held at 
the Birmingham NEC from 
November 13-15, is the 
place to start looking for a 
classic. There will be 
hundreds of traders 
present, and Rouse says 
experts will happily pass on 
their knowledge to anyone 
new to the nostalgia¬ 
motoring scene. 

But many people simply 
like to turn up and browse, 
or take in the authentic 


settings that enthusiasts 
stage around their 
cherished wheels - as 
evidenced by the surge in 
visitor numbers over the 
last two years. 

The November 2008 
event saw a 9 per cent 
increase in the gate, and 
dealers sold more than 20 
classic cars as the banking 
crisis began to gather pace. 

For 2009, the old-timer 
British luxury saloons out 
in force will draw the 
crowds - these are the more 
sedate, V8-engined cousins 
of America’s raw-muscle 
cars. 

On display will be a 
Humber Imperial 
specially fitted with a V8 for 
then-company chairman 
Lord Rootes - which is 
undergoing a full 
restoration, alongside a 4.5- 
litre V8 Daimler Majestic 
Major, for many years seen 
as the undisputed premium 
British muscle saloon. 

It’s now 50 years since 
Daimler unveiled its 
legendary V8, which also 
came in 2.5-litre guise for 
the Jaguar Mark Two 250. 

There will also be 
examples of the Rover P5B -

which in 1967 was given a 
power hike from 3.0 litres to 
3.5 litres when the V8 was 
added to the range. But, as 
enthusiasts will point out, 
unlike the all-British 
Daimler V8, the Rover 
engine was bought from US 
car maker Buick. 

These V8s will be just one 
attraction in the six halls of 
the NEC, which will be 
filled with more than 1,200 
cars and 250 motorcycles 
from all over the world. 

And with premium 
classics increasing in value, 
this has meant a knock-on 
effect for other, newer cars 
as more people search for

wheels that they can afford. 

So look out for a massive 
increase in retro-car 
entries, with Peugeot 304s, 
Lotus Carltons, Toyota 
MR2s and 1970s fast Fords, 
such as Mark I Escort 
Mexicos, RS1600s and 
classic Capris, all vying for 
attention. 

Two-wheelers are taking 
on greater importance, too, 
with a dedicated bike hall 
brimming with spectacular 
stands. 

Britain’s great classic 
motorcycle marques will 
have a strong presence, 
with iconic names such as

FOR economical and 
flexible motoring at a 
reasonable price, used 
small hatchbacks are hard 
to beat. 

And, says one leading 
UK motor auction house, a 
realistic budget of between 
£1,500 and £3,500 will 
buy a small hatchback that 
isn’t too old and hasn’t 
travelled too far. 

The most popular 
examples on the second¬ 
hand motor market are the 
Ford Fiesta, Peugeot 206 
and Vauxhall Corsa, 
according to Manheim 
Auctions, which says all 
three are well-built, reliable 
vehicles that are still in 
plentiful supply. 

Recent Manheim sales 
have seen several hundred 
Fiestas, 206s and Corsas 
go under the hammer, with 
real bargains among that 
sizeable number.

■ 2005-now: “Chunkier in 
style, it is an absolute hoot 
on any road that bends.
